Two of these vessels are permanently stationed near the sunken wreck 
located a little over one and a half mile southwest of Cape Pana^ya. When 
a foreign ship a appears, one of the vessels immediately sets on its wake 
some 20 meters astern and follows it to the pilot’s buoy. At that place, 
if the ship ± immediately picks up the pilot and keeps on going, the vessel 
returns to its postj otherwise it anchors nearby and remains there for the 
time of the wait. If night falls in the meantime, the vessel will use the 
small searchlight ever; so often to sweep the water around the anchoring 
place of the ship and the ship itself. 

Other than the aforementioned motor patrol vessels, four others were 

described as minesweepers because of the equipment 50X1 -HUM 
they all had installed astern. They were of small
